A    STRIKING    NEW    SCULPTURE    OF    ABRAHAM    LINCOLN 

It  is  hard  to  separate  America  and  Abraham 
Lincoln.  Besides  being  among  our  greatest 
presidents,  he  was,  by  far,  the  finest  writer  to 
hold  the  office. 

His  expertise  as  a  storyteller,  his  appreciation 
of  frontier  humor,  and  his  experience  as  a  trial 
lawyer  all  culminated  in  his  masterful  command 
of  the  language.  Who  to  this  day  can  read  the 
Gettysburg  Address  with  dry  eyes? 

Here  we  are  pleased 
to  present  a  moving  new 
portrait  of  Lincoln  by 
sculptor  Zenos  Frudakis. 

Known  for  his 
exhaustive  research, 
Frudakis  studied  every 
photograph  of  Lincoln 
and  took  measurements 
from  Lincoln's  life  mask 
to  make  sure  all  the 
dimensions  were 
correct.  He  was  most 
influenced,  however,  by 
a  rare  full-frontal  photo 
taken  in  1863,  the  year 
Lincoln  delivered  his 
address  at  Gettysburg. 
The  result  is  startling.  As  you  view  the  bust 
from  different  angles,  you  can  see  the  burden  the 
war  had  placed  on  the  man,  yet  behind  the 
weariness  lie  compassion  and  understanding. 

This  life-size,  half-round  bust  hangs  easily  on  the  wall.  It  is  12"  wide  by  16'/:"  high  and  extends 
6/4"  from  the  wall.  It  is  made  of  lightweight,  reinforced  Hydrocal  with  a  hand-applied  bronze 
finish.  Hanging  hardware  is  included. 

Zenos  Frudakis  is  probably  America's  premier  portrait  sculptor.  His  works  appear  in 
some  of  the  nation's  top  museums,  and  he  is  sought  after  for  private  and  public 
commissions.  You  may  order  a  life-size  bronze  bust  of  Lincoln,  in  the  round,  for  $9,500
